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Field Day 1989 
"Sitting On Top Of The World"

Seven hardy hams again made the annual Field Day trip 
to Triangulation Point, a 3800 foot coast range peak. 
John Liebenrood, K7RO, Ellis Dupuy, K7ET, Marty MckKillip, 
KD7LA, John Koenig, NB7W, Jeff Schultz, KQ71, Dave 
Morrison, W7JXU, and | all took Friday off and headed 
out. Our destination was an abandoned state fire lookout 
about fifteen miles northeast of Tillamook. We put up six 
antennas. First was a 20 meter three element Yagibeam 
antenna atop a 35 foot aluminum tower. Second, on the 
same tower was a 10 meter Yagibeam antenna attached 
at about 30 feet. We all had a scare when the wind kicked 
up Friday afternoon as KQ71 was attemptingto attach the 
10 meter beam. The tower swayed noticeably, KQ7I 
clambered down, and, after we had thoroughly requyed 
the tower, KQ7I went back up and finished the job. Then 
came an elaborate 3 element 15 meter delta loop an- 
tenna up about 30 feet. This antenna, created by NB7W, 
was a beautiful sight, held up by two 35 foot TV masts, 
and was a top performer. We also had a 2 element 40 
meter wire antenna up 40 feet and a 80 meter wire Yagi 
up about 25 feet. W7JXU also made 18 QS0's ona 6 
element, 6 meter Yagi. 


We operated in the 2A class, two stations with identical 
ICOM 7514's, one station for 80, 20 and 10 and the other 
for 40, 15 and 6. K7ET, an avid and indefatigable 
contester, worked cw all night ong, which greatly helped 
raise the claimed score to over 6000 points with over 
1900 QSO's. 


Other things happened which deserve mention. Late 
Saturday afternoon W7JXU and | were looking out to the 
east at the numerous hills and valleys in the coast range 
when he tured to me and said, "Wouldn't it be great ifwe 
were to see an elk herd out there?” Less than one minute 
later we spotted a group of about 10 grazing elk about 
300 yards away. Later Saturday a pilot friend of KD7LA's 
circled our site several times in a Moonie airplane while 
chatting with KD7LA via Cellular telephone. Finally, we 
got extra points for sending traffic to ARRL Section

DX For Beginners And Others

| had a great time at SEAPAC 89! | hope you did too but 
if you weren't able to make it, plan to attend next year in 
early June. 


| enjoyed looking at the new equipment including the 
fancy ICOM offerings at their display. | knew someone 
would bring out a large solid state amp and ICOM did. | 
don't know the cost but it is so big is goes under the 
operating desk and moves around on large rollers. It 
boasts of a 100% duty cycle, 1 kw output and looks to be 
about 4 or 5 times larger than its 500 watt, solid state 
brother. 


In one of my "in between" moments, | was browsing 
through the '89 Call Book. It makes interesting reading 
for us DX buffs. For instance did you know that there are 
28 countries that list 5 or fewer amateur licenses? Three 
countries, FW, Wallis and Fortuna, 5H1, Zanzibar, and 
7Z, Saudi Arabia have only one listed ham license each. 
The U.S. (48 states) leads the pack with 448,848 fol- 
lowed by Japan? No! West Germany? No! England? 
No! | figured all along it had to be the JAs but | was wrong. 
The YB-YHs have second place. That's Indonesia for the 
uninitiated. They list 61,351 licenses issued. Next 
comes DA-DP, West Germany with 60,903, G, England 
with 58,268, and EA-EH, Spain rounds out the top five at 
37,332. 


Where are all those JAs coming from you ask. Well 
according to the Call Book listing of licenses issued, 
Japan ranks only 6th in the world with 34,008 amateurs. 
The rest of the top ten would include, in order, LU-LW, 
Argentina 31,330, VE, Canada, 24,395, PP-PY Brazil 
22,422 and YV-YW Venezuela 21,916. 

There are only 7 more countries with 10,00 or more 
licenses issued. They are, again in order, R,U,4K, Soviet 
Union, PA-PI Netherlands, I-IZ Italy, VK, Australia, F, 
France, SJ-SM Sweden and OZ, Denmark. So you see 
there are lots of us and not too many of them. | still don't 
understand about the JAs. All 34,008 of them must be 
active. 


If you want to know from where your competition comes, 
the Call Book has an answer for us there too. The 4th 
District (generally the Southeast US) lists 87,380 hams, 
followed by the 6th District (California, Hawaii) with 
67,196. Texas and surrounding states, the 5th District, is 
in third place at 47,642 followed by us, the 7th District, 
with 43,879. 


Looking for the state with the most hams? You guessed 
it weighing in with more hams than any other place on 
earth (except the US itself) is California. They have 


64,744 hams listed. If you don't like quite that much 
QRM, try Wyoming with just 1,012 or Delaware with 
1,066. 


The Call Book also has some other interesting lists. They 
list the Postal Union countries that accept IRCs and how 
many are needed to get a QSL back to the US. IRCs 
you'll remember are those expensive, $0.95 coupons 
used as international reimbursement for postage. There 
are 15 countries that require 5 IRCs for an airmail letter 
to the US. From the African country of Malawi, 7Q, it 
takes 6, count ‘em, 6 IRCs. That's $5.70 plus the $0.45 
to get your card there for a total of $6.15 just to try to get 
aQSL. Ofcourse 7Q is quite rare so it is probably worth 
it. 


| was particularly interested in a new listing found on page 
36A of the Call Book (North Americanissue). You will find 
the "USSR OBLAST LIST." The USSR is divided up into 
184 administrative regions called Oblasts. Many hams 
try to work all of them and collect their QSLs. In fact there 
are a number of Soviet DXpeditions just to rare Oblasts. 
Kind of like folks inthe US who try to put on rare counties. 
1am particularly fond of Oblast number 59. All alone the 
name would be a good code practice test. Try Voroshi- 
lovgradskaya as the name of this Oblast. 


The International listing of the 1989 Call Book contains 
the same information to which | have been referring. 
Even the page numbers are the same. They are a great 
pair of books but alittle on the spendy side (probably a lot 
on the spendy side) at $29 for the International one and 
$26 for the North American listing. 


Have fun browsing through these great books one of 
these days. A lot of the information in them will help you 
not only in QSLing but also in finding and working that 
elusive DX. Good luck and...
